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B E N IC IA T H E PLA C E. 
T he New G un F ound ry to be E stablished 
T here. 
W ash in g to n , December 12th.—Benicia 
has wuu the battle. The ordnance foundry 
will be located there. During the past 
week the San Diego men have been using 
their utmost endeavors to s?cure the gun 
foundry. I'uget Sound aud Galveston have 
been working hard also. 
As the time drew near for the settlement 
of the matter, the various cities—Seattle, 
Tacoma, San Diego, Galveston, Indianapo­ 
lis and Rock Island—realized more and 
more what a big plum it was, and then re­ 
doubled their efforts, bat Benicia had the 
inside track from the very start, as tele­ 
graphed time and again by the California 
Associated Press. 
The Indianapolis people paraded their 
natural gas advantage, and Rock Island, 
Galveston, Seattle and Tacoma sang their 
own praise incessantly, but it was no U3e. 
The natural surroundings gave the prize to 
Benicia beyond all doubt, and it only 
needed the efforts of Morrow and McKenna 
to settle the matter. Morrow looked after 
the matter in the Appropriations Commit­ 
tee and McKenna "exerted all of his influ­ 
ence towards securing the foundry for Be­ 
nicia. 
The Commission first visited Indian­ 
apolis, and then Rock Island, from whence 
they went to Puget sound. After the Com­ 
mission had visited the various sites on the 
sound, they seemed to be very favorably 
impressed with its natural advantages, and 
it was thought possible that it might se­ 
cure the prize after all, but when the Com­ 
missioners had examined Benicia. Puget 
sound's chances were knocked out. 
The report of the Commission is now in 
the President’s hands, and will probably be 
transmitted to Congress in a very few days, 
and possibly to morrow. The report says 
that gun foundries at other places than at 
Watervliet and on the Pacific coast will be 
unnecessary. The report says, however, 
that before positive action is taken, Be­ 
nicia's capability of producing steel forgings 
should be settled beyond all doubt. 
The principal reason assigned, by the 
Commissioners for seiecting Ilenicia "is her 
geographical situation, besides being a good 
way inland, where her ordnance would he 
E 
rotected from hostile nations. Benicia 
as narrow straits in front of her. so that it 
would be absolutely impossible for loreign 
vessels to pass. 
The depth of the water, rolling land, 
drainage and railroad facilities rendered 
the site admirable for the purpose. The 
Commissioners say that the close proxim­ 
ity to iron ore and fuel, aud the abundance 
of skilled labor, were important considera­ 
tions in Benicia’s favor. Besides the iron 
ore, there was also an abundance of coal, 
fire clay and limestone, all of which are 
prerequisites. 
The Commissioners say that both Indian­ 
apolis and Rock Island were not suitable 
locations, because even if the bridges were 
capable of sustaining such great weights in 
transporting, the matter of freight rates 
would still be an important matter. 
The fact that extensive fortifications on 
the Pacific coast at various places are con­ 
templated is another strong reason as­ 
signed in selecting Benicia. 
Watervliet will now furnish the gnns for 
the Atlantic and Benicia for the Pacific 
c o a st. These will be the only foundries of 
their kind in the United States. The gun 
foundry at Watervliet is worth thousands 
of dollars annually to that thriving little 
city, and Benicia will derive the sa m e ben­ 
efit from the establishment of the Pacific 
coa3t foundry. 


W A SH IN G TO N NOTES. 
Bill In tro d u ced to ltevlve th e G rade of 
L ieutenant-G eneral. 
W ash in g to n , December 12th.—Thomas 
W . Palmer, President, and Thomas Butter- 
worth, Secretary of the W orid’s Fair Com­ 
mission, and F. W. Beck of the local Direct­ 
ors, waited on the President this morning 
and requested that he issue a formal pro­ 
clamation inviting foreign Governments to 
participate in the World’s Fair. They sub­ 
mitted documents to prove that ail the 
requisite conditions prescribed by the Act 
of Congress are fully compiled with. The 
President assured them that the proclama­ 
tion would be issued as soon as the neces­ 
sary formalities were observed. 
The members of the Republican Sen­ 
atorial Caucus Committee, appointed to re­ 
port some mcasnre of financial relief, were 
in session for an hour this afternoon. In 
the absence of Plumb and Jone> no propo­ 
sition was laid before the committee form­ 
ally, and the subject will be further con­ 
sidered to-morrow. 
The House Military Affairs Committee 
to day ordered a favorable report on the 
bill to revive the grade of Lieutenant-Gen­ 
eral of the army and on the bill to increase 
to seventy-five the number of army officers 
whom the President may detail for <inty 
at educational institutions where military 
tactics are taught. 
In the House to-day Representative 
Flower of New York introduced for refer­ 
ence a joint resolution directing the Secre­ 
tary of the Treasury to extend the bonded 
period for goods in bond in the Custom 
House from February 1st until July 1,1891. 
The amount of silver offered at the Treas­ 
ury to-day .was 1,166,000 ounces. The 
amount purchased was 760,000 ounces at 
$1 044 to $1.059. 
Treasurer Huston has been called to In­ 
diana by the serious illness of his wife. 


C H IN ESE IM M IG RA TIO N . 
S enator Squire Suggests R em edies for the 
G row ing Evil, 
W ash in g to n , December 12th.—Senator 
Squire, Chairman of the sub committee in­ 
vestigating the 
immigration question, 
speaking of tbe investigations made on the 
Pacific coast, says: It was shown that 
only 5 per cent, of the Chinese who are re­ 
manded by the Courts in San Francisco 
have been actually returned to China. This 
is owing in many cases to the failure of the 
arresting parties to identify the fugitives. 
To remedy the evil of the influx of Chinese 
over the boundary between Washington and 
•be British possessions the Senator believes 
that a more stringent surveillance should 
be kept on the line, and better methods 
adopted to prevent their coming over. For 
this parpóse he thinks a larger appropria­ 
tion should be made for the employment 
of detectives and other officials to keep a 
closer scrutiny on the border. A large 
number of Chinese seek entrance into the 
United States through Puget Sound as an 
inconvenient and comparatively safe way 
of entrance, and, to intercept them success­ 
fully, steam launches should be employed. 
The Senator believes the fault lies not so 
much in the existing laws as in the 
methods of enforcement employed, aud 
thinks that before the expiration of the 
ten years' exclusion limit its provisions 
should be extended f'r another period of 
years.

Gravel Mining Company, transferee. The 
petition of Bullock et al. was filed at the 
Sacramento Land Office, asking for the in 
stitution of proceedings by the United 
States to set aside a patent issued to the 
Central Pacific Railway Company to cer­ 
tain land, on the ground that the tract was 
known to be mineral land prior to and at 
tbe time of the grant to the said company. 
The Commissioner of the Land Office 
declined to recommend the institution of a 
snit.The Secretary directs a hearing before 
the local office, after due notice to all par­ 
ties interested, and that a report be made 
to him. 
In the case of the Central Pacific Rail­ 
road Company, proceedings uDder the Act 
of March 3. 1887, to set aside certain pat­ 
ents, the Secretary concurs in the recom­ 
mendation of the General Land Office, 
“ that a demand be made on the comnany 
to recover said land to tbe United States, a 
report to be made to the department at 
the expiration of 90 daysT 
In the contest of Wm, V. Morgan against 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Company, 
the decision of the General Land Office re­ 
jecting the application of Morgan is af­ 
firmed. 
In the case of C. M. Wells against the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company the 
appeal of Wells is premature, and there­ 
fore dismissed without prejudice to appel­ 
lant's right to renew the application at tne 
proper time. 
Efforts to Preveut a H oliday Recess. 
W ash in g to n . December 12th.—Allhough 
tbe Republican leaders are very much op­ 
posed to a recess during the holidays, it is 
very doubtful whether they can secure suf­ 
ficient votes to o-.rry a resolution to keep 
Congress in Session. The leaders on the 
Republican side appreciate the necessity of 
utilizing every day of the short session, "and 
are, therefore, making every endeavor to 
have the House meet every day during the 
holidays. Even should a resolution for a 
recess be defeated, tbe question for a quo­ 
rum presents.itself. It is feared nothing 
can keep a large number of people in the 
city, and it is against this situation that the 
managers will have to contend most 
strongly. Major McKinley said to a Cali­ 
fornia Associated Press correspondent: "I 
am strongly opposed to a recess if we can 
maintain a quorum.”

W ash in g to n , December 12th.—The Cali­ 
fornia Associated Press has information to­ 
night to tbe effect that Point Turner, at 
Port Orchard, Puget Sound, Wash., has 
been selected as a site for a dry dock on the 
Pacific coast. There is intense interest at 
Seattle and Tacoma over this matter. Real 
estate speculators are eagerly awaiting the 
news from Washington.

W ash in g to n , llecem ber 12th —In the Senate, 
to day, a num ber of im portant bills were re­ 
ported from committees and p:aeed ou the cal­ 
ender, after which Plumb’s resolution fixing the 
hour for the daily meetings, was taken up. ft 
was agreed to, after being amended bv striking 
out the clause tor evening sessions aud m aking 
it take effect after to-morrow. 
The resolution offered yesterday by Dolph, in­ 
structing the Committee on Privileges aud 
Elections to inquire into Rhd report whether 
the right to vote at any election for Presidential 
electors, Members ot Congress, tne Legislature 
or officers is denied to any male citizen of any 
-~tate, or is abridged, except for participation in 
a rebellion or other crime, was taken up. 
Doiph said he wanted particularly the com­ 
m ittee to give attemion as to w hether some 
States had hot provided in the Constitutions or 
laws for such voting qualifications as were not 
perm itted by the fourteenth am endm ent to the 
Constitution without an abridgm ent of the Con­ 
gressional representation. He said the Constitu­ 
tion recently adopted in Mississippi did impose 
suehjqualiticatious, aud the Representatives of 
that State should be abridged. He sent to the 
Clerk's desk and had read the recent inaugural 
message oí Governor Tillman of South Carolina, 
whicn be said was an official declaration that 
the great mass of the colored mcu of the South 
were not tit to exercise the elective franchise; 
that the white people of tbe South were in con­ 
trol of the State Governments, and propose! to 
m aintain control at all hazards. These proposi­ 
tions showed ciearlv, Holph said, that the 
colored people of the South would not Iff- per­ 
m itted to vote as long as they voted the Repub­ 
lican ticket, or when their voting would secure 
Republican control. 
Vest moved an am endm ent instructing the 
committee to inquire further w hether by anv 
State legislation any citizens of the Cnited 
States were denied the right to work on public 
improvements by reason of their color. He read 
a clause from a recent statute of the Oregon Re­ 
publican Legislature, authorizing the building 
of a bridge and providing that none blit white 
labou rs should be employed on the work, it 
m ight be, Vest said, that the provision was in­ 
tended to exclude Chinese labor, but the lan­ 
guage of the statute excluded tbe Mongolian 
Indian and negro. The Democratic States bad 
never denied the negro the right to earn his 
bread by his honest labor. 
Dolpb said he wa? informed that the Senator 
(Duller) himself had threatened the colored 
m en in his employ that he would discharge 
them if they voted the Republican ticket. 
Butler replied that whoever made that state­ 
m ent was guilty of a deliberate and willful 
falsehood. 
Hoar arose and said h« had made the state­ 
ment, having read it within twenty-fours in a 
public document—the testimony of the Senator 
from South Carolina before a committee, in 
which he said he had toid the colored people 
of his plantation that he would dismiss them if 
they voted the Republican ticket. 
B u tler-“ Then the rem ark I made applies, of 
course, to the Senator from Massachusetts.” 
Hoar replied that he was not to be deterred 
from saying w hat he had to say, either by the 
m anner or behavior of Butler. 
The resolution then went over until to-mor­ 
row.The elections bill was taken up and Blodgett 
and W althall spoke in opposition io it. 
Hoar then referred to the incident of the 
m orning again, and had read the incident in 
quest ion. which was from tbe minority report 
to the House in 1S76. In it Buler is represented 
as saying that he gave tickets to the colored 
men and told them that they had a right to 
vote the Republican ticket if they pleased; that 
they were free men, but i: they exercised that 
right and imposed taxes upon him that would 
destroy his prosperity and prospects he should 
throw himself back on some rights he had ami 
see that they left his plantation. He intended 
to inform himself how they voted. The ques­ 
tion was asked with a view to turning them off 
if they voted the Republican ticket. 
Butler—Not for voting the Republican ticket, 
if they had an honest ticket, but for voting for 
these thieves aud robbers. 
Butler said this testimony was garbled. He 
had never seen the report before, but said now 
that he had never attem pted to influence a 
single negro on his plantation in the exercise of 
his franchise. 
Messrs. Hoar aud Butler then expressed the 
greatest respect for each other, and the m atter 
was dropped. 
Jones of Arkansas took the floor on the elec­ 
tion bill, aud the Senate adjourned.

— General 
Miles to-day received a dispatch from Gen­ 
eral Brooke, at Pine Ridge, saying that 
from reports received he is of the opinion 
that Two Strikes and most of the other 
Chiefs are coming in. Short Bull and 
Kicking Bear, witli a small following, went 
back into the Bad Lands. There was quite 
a tight, and some Indians were hurt. He 
will try to get them into the agency, but 
they may get beyond reach.

A SCARE AT OKLAHOMA. 
N ew O rle a n s, December 12th.—A special 
from Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, to the 
Picotrune, says a courier rushed in this 
morning and reported that 1,000 Indians 
had gone into camp three miles east of 
Choctaw City this morning. The inhabi­ 
tants of that place are alarmed, and are 
flocking to Oklahoma City to ask the pro­ 
tection of the troops. Captain Steele has 
telegraphed to Washington. 
WANTS THE DANCES STOPPED. 
M inneapolis, December 12th.—A Tribune 
special from Pierre says: W hite Swan, head 
Chief of the Minnekanja tribe of Sioux at 
the t heyenne Agency, came to the city to­ 
day to secure counsel from the Government 
authorities as to the best way to disarm 
Big Foot’s band of Cherry Creek hostiles, 
stating that his entire tribe, 900 strong, 
were ready to assist. W hite Swan stands 
high in the esteem of the whites, being one 
of the most advanced and intelligent In­ 
dians. He wants the Messiah notion dis­ 
pelled, stating that the ghost dancers are 
suffering and even dying now from a 
form of la grippe induced by dancing out­ 
doors during the cold weather. As no 
ageDcy physician is allowed to go among 
them, the disease is spreading rapidly. 
MOVING TOWARD CANADA. 
St. P a u l. December 12th.—A Pioneer 
Press Fort Keogh (Mont.) special says: The 
two bands of disaffected Pine Ridge In­ 
dians, under Short Bull and Kicking Bear, 
aie supposed to be united and moving 
northward, with the intention of seeking a 
reservation in Northern Dakota or crossing 
into Canada. Fifty lodges and a band of 
stolen ponies are "with them. The troops 
will leave early in the morning to bead 
them off and deliver them as prisoners at 
Fort Lincoln. 
TWO BATTLES REPORTED 
Denvep., December 12th.—A special to 
the Pocky Mountain Sews from Ripid City, 
Dakota, says: A squaw man brought in s 
story this afternoon that a fight occurred 
between the troops and Indians under 
Kicking Bear several miles north of Pine 
Kidge; that a number on both sides were 
killed and wounded, and the Indians 
routed. The story lacks confirmation. 
A special to tbp News from French Creek 
savs: A partv of Indians attacked eighteen 
white men to-day and four Indians were 
killed. 
L a t e r —A News special from Rapid 
City, S. D., says : Two troops of the Sixth 
Cavalry, comprising five officers and 125 
men and horses, under command of Major 
Perry, came into camp at Spring creek to­ 
day. Several parties of friendly Indians 
were 
seen, 
but no 
hostiles. 
A 
rancher named 
Wilson was seen in 
the eariy part ot the day, and with him 
were two cowboys. He reported that lie 
had seen a party of about thirty hostiles 
some eight miles to the south, coming 
slowly northward. These hostiles had an 
abundance of guards thrown out, audit 
looked as though ihe^ expected an attack 
from cowboys or troops. 
A short time before our party came iuto 
camp, a squaw-man nanr-d Rider brought 
in word to the commanding officer that 
there had been a bloody encounter four 
miles north of the Pine Ridge Agency be­ 
tween the United States troops and some 400 
or 500 Indians under Kicking Bear, and a 
number were killed on both sides. Tbe 
Indians were put to rout and a large num ­ 
ber of them captured.

The re­ 
cent financial stringency has mademauy of 
them doubt their ability to take their goods 
out of the bonded warehouses by February 
1st, as required by law, without serious 
difficulty, money being so tight. A num ­ 
ber of merchants and bankers of this sec­ 
tion are preparing a petition to Congress to 
extend the bonded period to October 1, 
1891.

A n o th er A ddress R equesting P arn ell to 
Resign. 
D u b lin , December 12th.—It coming to 
the knowledge of Leamy, who was ap­ 
pointed editor of United Ireland by Parnell, 
and other Parnellites that an an’ti-Farnell 
edition of that piper would be issued from 
the office of the Nation, T. D. Sullivan’s 
paper, steps were taken to secure an in­ 
junction against the Nat on s publisher. 
The Couri granted the writ ; nevertheless 
the forbidden edition made its appearance 
this morning. It contains an article writ­ 
ten by Bodkm, acting editor of the paper 
during the absence of the editor, William 
O'Brien, and who was deposed by Parnell 
when he seized the paper Wednesday. The 
article is addressed in O’Brien's name to 
every true lover of Ireland tbe world over, 
and declares the sole alternative now is 
"Parnell or Home Rule.’' and home rule is 
impossible under Parnell’s leadership. A 
Parnell edition of the paper was also issued 
from the regular office. It quoted legal 
opinion justitying tbe seizure f tbe paper 
by ParneH. 
It is stated a new paper of the anti-Par­ 
nell taction of the Irish partv will appear 
Monday next. 
PARNELL CHEERED AT CORK. 
Cork, December 12th.—At 2 o’clock this 
afternoon Parnell drove in an open car to 
the railway siation. where he boarded the 
tru.n for Kilkenny. He was cheered all 
along the route to the station. 
PAPERS THROWN INTO THE LIFFEY. 
A wagon loaded with copies of the anti- 
Parnell edition of United Ireland was 
driven to King s Bridge Railway ¡Station 
to day, it being the intention to send them 
for distribution in the south of Ireland. 
As the wagon drew up at the station, two 
men, one ot whom had a mask on his face 
and the other with a drawn revolver, 
sprang upon the vehicle and couiDelled 
the driver to proceed with his load to 
Island Bridge. Arriving there the two 
men flung all ths papers into tbe Liffey 
river. 
An attempt was made to seize a second 
wagon loaded with papers standing at tbe 
entrance of the depot, and it would proba 
bly have proved successful had not the po­ 
lice interfered to protect the driver Under 
their guard the papers were loaded upon 
the train. 
AN OFFICE SECURED. 
D ublin, December )2th.—The committee 
representing the anti-Parnell section of the 
Nationalist party secured an office to-day.

ALL AGAINST PARNELL. 
D ublin, December 12th. — Although 
Bishop Oisory yesterday advised the elect­ 
ors of Kilkenny to cast [heir ballots in the 
coming election according to the dictates of 
their conscience, he and the priests of the 
diocese in which Kilkenny is situated are 
supporting the canvass ' of John Pope 
ilennessy. The clergy of the Parliamentary 
division of North Cork and East Limerick 
are actively engaged in organizing public 
opiniou against Parnell. Tbe priest at 
Mitchellstown tore down a number of pla­ 
cards which had been placed about the 
town calling upon the people to support 
Parnell. 
N ew Y o rk , December 12th.—The Irish 
Parliamentary Fund Association has issued 
an address, in which they say that while 
not seeking to dictate to the people of Ire­ 
land, they feel it a duty of conscience to 
ask that Ireland’s political life should not 
be imperilled by personal interest or fac­ 
tional strife. Although deeply grateful for 
Parnell's service, they cannot consent to 
have all that has been purchased for Ire­ 
land at such cost shattered and lost in an 
hour of passion. 
The address continues : “W hile it pains 
us to take a stand against him whom we 
have heretofore recognized as Ireland s 
leader, we unhesitatingly assert that tbe 
cause of home rule is superior to any man 
or set of men. We, therefore, indorse the 
position taken by the visiting Parliament­ 
ary delegation, and unite with them in 
asking Parnell to recognize the will of the 
majority, aiid by personal sacrifice save the 
country from being cast into civil strife, 
which gives comfort to Ireland’s hereditary 
enemies, disheartens her friends, alienates 
her allies and must result iu the total de­ 
struction of all that has been gained by our 
race since tbp present constitutional move­ 
ment began.” 
Among the signers are Eugene Kellv, 
Joseph J. O’Donahtie, William R. Grace, 
John Byrne, Joseph F. Laly and James S. 
Coleman.

CYCLONE W EA TH E R . 
T he Storm B ranches Off Before R eaching 
th e S acram ento Valley. 
San Francisco, December l ‘**h.—'The cy­ 
clone of Tuesday remained neariy station­ 
ary near Vancouver Island up to this 
morning, when during the day it suddenly 
moved with great rapidity eastward, along 
the boundary of Washington. It is now 
central to northward cf Western Montana, 
throughout Oregon and Washington. The 
winds have shifted ‘6 wester! v, attended 
with light rains generally, although occa­ 
sionally heavy in some "places. 
As ihe 
storm passed eastward over British Colom­ 
bia, violent gales, with (hick weather and 
rain, were experienced along the coust 
sou th ward to Central Oregon. 
This morning the wind was blowing 
seventy-two miles per hour from the south­ 
east at Fort Canby, and during last night 
tne velocity had increased to nearly ninety 
miles per hour. 
The rpjn area has extended southward 
into Northern California to tbe fortieth 
parallel of north latitude, ta k in g in Red 
Bluff and Eureka, but it will not advance 
any further southward. At all the coast 
stations tbe barometer is rising very 
rapidly, with the w in d s sh iftin g to west­ 
erly, showing a departure oi the storm to 
the east. 
FR U ITS AND VEGETABLES. 


A M ountain Roofed to P rev en t L an d ­ 
Slides. 
San 
F rancisco, December 12th.— A 
unique piece of engineering is just being 
completed on the Santa Fe line, through 
Canyon Pass, that will take rank with the fa­ 
mous Tehacliapi loop on the Southern Pa­ 
cific. It amounts in effect to roofing over 
the mountain. 
Much troub'e was experienced last winter 
on account of land-slides in this pass, 
which kept tbe road blocked most of the 
winter. To avert this difficulty this re­ 
markable piece of work was designed. 
Broadly described, the wotk consists of a 
series of terraces, four in number, rising 
up from the track where tbe cut is deepest 
excavated, so as to break the force of the 
water coming down the slope and carrying 
it off laterally by a series of wooden 
conduits and surface drains. These terraces 
range from 500 to 300 feet in length, meas­ 
uring in the aggregate 1.800 feet, and are 
all roofed over. An army of men ana 
teams have been at work for some months. 
The worx has been dona by Fred. Perris, 
Chief Engineer of the bauta F t's Califor­ 
nia lines, nnder the direction of General 
Manager K. H. Wade. 
This is the first lime such work has 
been done, and the result this winter will 
be watched with interest, and it is con­ 
fidently believed the desired effect will be 
obtained. 
Mr. Wade and a party of invited guests, 
among whom were General A. McD. Mc­ 
Cook, commanding the Department of 
Arizona, and a member of his staff, in­ 
spected tbe work to-day. 


R E A PPO R T IO N M E N T B ILL. 
T he H ouse of R epresentatives to Consist 
of 3.1(1 M em bers. 
Washington, December 12th.—The re­ 
apportionment bill, based on a representa­ 
tion of 356 members in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, as originally proposed by 
Frank of Missouri was favorably acted on 
by the House Committee on Census. 
Dunnell subsequently reported the bill 
to the House. 
The report notes the 
changes, and says that from the popula­ 
tion of the United States the committee 
subtracted the population of the District 
of Columbia, Oklahoma and Utah. The 
remainder was 61,908,906. W ith this num ­ 
ber the different ratios were obtained by 
taking as a division any proposed numbef. 
Each number was taken from 332 to 375. 
Trials were made until a number was 
found which would give a ratio which in 
its application would secure each State 
against any loss in membership, and in no 
instance leave a major fraction. 
This 
number was found to be 356. The ratio 
was 173,901. The number of members ob­ 
tained on even division was 339. The ad­ 
ditional 17 needed to make 356 was secured 
by giving another member to each of the 
States haviDg left to it a major fraction. 
These States are: Alabama. California. 
Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Oregon, Rhode 
Island, South Carolina, South Dakota, 
Texas, Vermont, Virginia and Wisconsin. 


D ISO B EY ED T H E STATUTES.

Colum bia (S. C.), December 12th.—A 
warrant has been sworn ont by a news­ 
paper man against Attorney-General Pope.

SOME PECULIAEITIE81 !0F PIZABRO'8 
CAPITAL. 


H appenings Ancient and M o d e r a —Start­ 
ling ChaDgee at the Peruvian 
Capital. 


(Special Correspondence of the Record Usio k.I 
L ima, Peru, 1890. 
Pizarro, the ex-swineherd, must have 
been rather hard up for names when he 
dubbed his Peruvian capital La Cuidad de 
los Tres Reges, “The City of the Three 
Kings.” 
It came about in this way. 
After he had subdued one of the royal 
brothers who claimed the Inca throne and 
treacherously strangled the other, he 
found little difficulty in conquering Cuzco, 
the splendid “City of Gold,” which was at 
that time the capital of Peru. As soon 
as he and his few European followers, a 
band of drunken adventurers whom Spain 
was glad to be rid of, had glutted them­ 
selves with the vast treasures of that 
place, they marched westward, not so 
much in search of new worlds to conquer 
as to find a more convenient spot in which 
to enjoy their ill-gotten gain. They did 
not relish being surrounded on all sides by 
the Indians, who, although conquered, out- 
numl>ered them a hundred to one, but pre­ 
ferred to be in sight of the sea, the broad 
highway that led toward home. This 
emerald valley of Rimie, with a river run­ 
ning through it, the ocean on one side and 
the towering Andes on the other, combined 
all the advantages they sought. So here 
they established the second Spanish city 
in South America, which soon grew to be 
one of the proudest and most luxurious 
capitals of those profligate days, and con­ 
tinued to be the seat of a corrupt vice­ 
regal court for three centuries. 
It happened that Pizarro designated its 
site on January 0,1555 (old style), the day 
of the festival of the Epiphany or the 
manifestation of our Savior to the Magi, 
who in King James’ version of the New 
Testament are called “The Wise Men” 
from the East, but are known in all the 
old Spanish traditions as “The Three 
K ings.” 1 Ience he had made a tremendous 
celebration of that feast of the Epiphany 
and christened his capital accordingly. 
Then Carlos V. of Spain sent over not 
only his benediction and congratulations 
but added some complimentary words to 
its already ponderous title, making it “The 
Most Noble and Most Royal City of the 
Three Kings”—so it appears in the orig­ 
inal charter—and formally ceded its ap­ 
propriate coat of arms; three golden crowns 
for the three kings and a rayed star on an 
azure field in memory of the star which 
led them to the spot where the young 
child lay. 
But that was altogether too long a title 
for every day use and so the easy-going 
Spaniards fell into the habit of calling it 
“the city of Kimae,” the latter being the 
name of the valley in which it stands. 
Kimae Í3 a Quichua word, the past parti­ 
ciple of the verb rimay, to speak; and in 
this application it referred to a famous 
oracle of Inca times, whose shrine was in 
the valley, probably among those exten­ 
sive ruins that may yet be seen near the 
present village of La Magdalena, and in 
honor of whom the river and surrounding 
country were named. The Quichua sound 
of the letter r is much like the Spanish 1; 
and so it is not strange that in the mouths 
sof another race it soon became transformed 
to Limae and then to Lima. For many 
years the river was called Lima too, but 
somehow it got back to its ancient cogno­ 
men.It is a small and quiet stream through 
most of the year, except during the sum­ 
mer months, the season of melting snows 
and rains among the mountains where it 
rises, when it swells into a deep, switt and 
turbulent torrent, whose yellow tide re­ 
sembles the Missouri in spring-time. It 
is as essential to the valley as is the Nile 
to Lower Egypt, and indeed without it 
Lima would long ago have dried up and 
disappeared from this rainless region. To 
the Rimae, which furnishes ample irri­ 
gation, the city owes its own water supply 
and the fertility of its surrounding fields 
and gardens. 
One walks about the streets of Lima as 
in a dream, oppressed by a multitude of 
historical reminiscences that crowd upon 
the memory. Here a long line of vice­ 
roys ruled with almost independent (tower, 
not only over the territory that now con­ 
stitutes the Republic of Peru, but also the 
vast provinces of Chile, La Plata and 
New Grenada, including the modern di­ 
visions of Ecuador and Bolivia. Here 
Santa Rosa, la I’utrcma de lodas las Ameri­ 
cas, “the Patroness of all the Americas,” 
was born and died, the only American 
woman, of the Northern or Southern con­ 
tinent, who ever had the honor of canon­ 
ization. Here stout-hearted Pizarro was 
assassinated by “the men of Chile,” the 
avengers of Almagro’s murder; and here 
his bones repose in the' crypt of the great 
cathedral. For 300 years Lima was the 
most important ecclesiastical dependency 
of the Church of Rome on the western 
hemisphere. In this stronghold the In­ 
quisition, with all its horrors, remained 
active and powerful long after its decad­ 
ence in Madrid. The* churches and con­ 
vents of Lima were as magnificent as any 
in Europe, and endowed with incalculable 
wealth. The C’olejio de San Marcos, the 
oldest college in America, was founded 
here in 1551, just sixty-nine years 
before the Pilgrim Fathers landed at 
Plymouth, and tifty-eight years before 
Hendrick Hudson sailed into the harbor 
of New York. 
Here, too, were centered the products of 
the mines of Potosi and Cerro del Pasco— 
of Puno, Castro and Yeireina—those El 
Dorados pltoiit whteh fables were told that 
set all the world agog. In 1S61, I think 
it was, La Palata, then Viceroy of Lima, 
rode through these streets on a horse 
whose mane was strung with pearls and 
whose shoes were of pure gold, over a 
broad pavement made of solid ingots of 
silver. To its sea gate, Callao, came the 
galleons of the East, bringing silks and 
spices from far Cathay and the Philippine 
Islands; and following fast in their wake 
came the buccaneers, Rogers, Anson, Haw­ 
kins, Drake and others, all eager to snatch 
from the “treasure ships” the rich booty, 
which even the Virgin Queen did not dis­ 
dain to share with her loyal freebooters of 
the South Seas and the Spanish Main. 
These things all belong to the distant 
past; but no less interesting are the events 
of the last half century, even of the pres­ 
ent decade. Earthquakes have repeatedly 
shaken the city from center to circumfer­ 
ence and innumerable wars and revolutions 
have drenched its streets with blood. In 
the (ilaza where the aulo de Je of the In­ 
quisition used to burn its victims in the 
name of Jesus, scores of political martyrs 
have been publicly executed. By and by 
the silver veins of Salcedo ran dry, and the 
sands of Carabaya were nn longer washed 
for gold, and the world had discovered that 
away up north were two new States, Cali­ 
fornia and Nevada, which could supply 
more silver every year than Pasco and Po­ 
tosi and all the other mines of “New 
Spain” put together. The conquered In­ 
dians could no longer 1» parceled out to 
the favorites of power under the abomina­ 
ble law of La Mita, nor the negroes be 
compelled to pay to the rich the tribute of 
unrequited labor. Yet the profligate city 
of the Three Kings flourished more gaily 
and Wxuriously, if possible, than ever ; for 
a ricner fountain of wealth had been 
opened than any of the older sources, in 
the guano islands scattered all along the 
arid coast—those rocky and lorbidding 
haunts of seals and sea-birds, which were 
the terrors of the early mariners. For half 


a century they poured into the lap of Lima 
a more than Danaean shower of gold. 
Then came darker day* of cruel warfare 
and bitter poverty, after a sister republic 
had stripped the country of everything 
available ; and though starvation stared 
them in the face the descendants of the 
haughty “grandees” had do idea of the 
dignity of labor, till the Grace-Donough- 
more enterprises of the present day have 
brought the dawn of a new era of pros- 
peritv.

Modern Lima is about ten miles in cir­ 
cumference, but as a large part of its area 
is laid out in gardens and public squares, 
the whole is by no means densely popu­ 
lated. Th* old walls of the city which 
that energetic vice-king, La Palata, caused 
to be built in 1683, described an irregular 
oval, on the left bank of the Rimae, about 
three miles long by a mile and a half 
wide. They were from eighteen to twenty- 
four feet high, and twenty feet thick, and 
were entered by twelve gates. But they 
were never of much use except to facilitate 
the collection of local duties, and to afford 
an elevated paseo or bridle-path for eques­ 
trians, and were demolished long ago. 
The city’s present population is vari­ 
ously estimated between 100,000 to 125,000. 
Much of the beautiful region round about 
was laid waste by the Chilean army during 
the recent war, and has not yet been re­ 
built. The invaders were as merciless and 
as needlessly cruel as they were completely 
victorious. In the battle that decided the 
fate of Lima hundreds of country villas 
and all the suburban villages were burned 
to the ground. Thus Chorillas, the Long 
Branch of the coast, was entirely destroyed. 
A railway leads from Chorillas to Lima, 
passing through the once lovely village of 
Miradores, whose name literally translated 
means “See the flowers !” The Chileans 
landed at Chorillas, and having reduced 
that town to ashps, they marched along the 
line of the railroad to Lima, ruthlessly de­ 
stroying everything on the route. For one 
whole night Lima was in the hands of a 
mob oi armed soldiers, who had broken 
loose from all restraint, and were as blood­ 
thirsty and unfeeling as so many Sepoys; 
and they were only prevented from entirely 
burning and sacking the city by the energy 
of the British Minister and other mem­ 
bers of the diplomatic corps, backed by 
the English and French Admirals, whose 
war ships were in the harbor at Callao. 
It is said that there are 1,500 foreigners 
in Lima, and no fewer than 6,000 priests. 
The latter gentry are met at every step, in 
black robes and white, gray cowls and 
shovel hats, monks of all orders and va­ 
rieties of habit, and clergy of every de­ 
gree. Professor Orton affirms that there 
are at least twenty-five different admix­ 
tures of blood in Lima. Be that as a 
may, certainly a more mixed collection of 
people would be hard to find. There are 
English, French, Spaniards, North Anier- 
ienns, Belgians, Chinese and negroes, 
black, white yellow and all intermediate 
shades of complexion, mingled among the 
leather-hued native population; and one 
need not walk half a square to hear a 
dozen different languages spoken. 
Being situated under the tropics and at 
an elevation of only 512 feet it might 
reasonably be expected that the climate of 
Lima would be too warm for comfort; but 
such is by no means the case. During the 
six months that answer for winter on this 
side of the equator—from June to No- 
vembei—the thermometer ranges from 57° 
to 61° Fahr., and is' often so cold that 
warm woolen clothing is necessary for 
comfort, especially indoors, where the 
thick walls retain dampness and exclude 
the sun, rendering the interiors much 
more chilly than the open street. The 
low temperature of the place may be 
partially accounted for by the close prox­ 
imity of the snowy cordilleras, and also 
from the fact that the great Antarctic cur­ 
rent of the Pacific sets from the south­ 
west full on the coast, where the tempera­ 
ture is thirty-one degrees less than the 
waters of the open sea one hundred miles 
from land. 
It is not positive cold that renders life 
in Lima unpleasant during the winter 
time, so much as the fogs and dampness. 
Sometimes for days together the sun re 
fuses to show his face, and a regular 
“Scotch mist” heavy enough to form a 
continual drizzle makes the sidewalk slip­ 
pery as ice, and so permeates the air that 
even the sheets of one’s bed feels stickv. 
Though visitors are often assured that “it 
never rains in Lima,” the most partial 
citizen is obliged to admit that what lie 
calls la guara, a dense fog, that forms itself 
into minute drops, brings all the discom­ 
forts without any of the benefits of a good 
healthy shower. It soaks through the 
thatched roofs, discolors the dripping 
ceiling, loosens the wall-pauer, and trick­ 
les down upon the floor in puddles. Yet 
umbrellas and overshoes are not in fashion 
here. You might search the city shops 
without being able to find either, and to 
appear upon l^ie streets with anything 
more formidable in the way of protection 
from the wet than a fancy quitasol (para­ 
sol) would be to set one’s self up as a 
mark for ridicule. It is a remarkable but 
unexplained fact that while Lima is thus 
frequently shrouded in mist and moisture, 
the other towns and villages in the same 
valley may lie enjoying cloudless skies 
and warm, bright sunshine. 
It is said that when the last of the 
Incas heard where Pizarro was going to 
establish his capital, he rejoiced in his 
heart, saying that soon not one of his 
enemies would remain alive. Tradition 
has it that long before the arrival of any 
Europeans this particular portion of the 
valley of Rima' was set apart as a place of 
banishment for criminals—a sort of Inca 
Dry Tortugas, or Siberia, where evil-doers 
soon succumbed to the deadly climate and 
ceased from troubling. Some sixty years 
ago the celebrated Von Tescliudi wrote 
that “two-thirds of the people of Lima 
are at all times suffering from tercianas 
(intermittent fevers), or their consequen­ 
ces.” But that was before the Countess of 
Cinchona, whose husband was one of the 
Vice-Kings of Peru, had been cured of 
her terciana by the “Peruvian bark,” 
whose remedial virtues had been dis­ 
covered by a Franciscan friar during the 
early days of the conquest. The aborigi­ 
nes made a decoction of it to cure their 
agues; it was tried upon the shaking sol­ 
diers with great success, and it remained 
for the Vice-Queen to make it fashionable 
by merely consenting to be set upon her 
legs again through its agency. 
She introduced the bark into Spain, 
where it was given her name, cinchona, 
and the drug that has since been made of 
it, known as quinine, has certainly accom­ 
plished more real, substantial good right 
here in Lima than have all the mission­ 
aries, Romish and Protestant, that ever 
came over. Yet year by year the death 
lists are alarmingly longer than those of 
births, and were the city not constantly 
recruited from other parts of the country, 
it would have been depopulated long ago, 
It is said that the mortality among infants 
here is three times greater in proportion 
to population than in London, Paris or 
New York, but that is doubtless due as 
much to bad drainage and the poverty, 
carelessness and filth of the lower classes 
as to climatic causes.

F a k n ie B. W ard. 
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A correspondent of the Prairie Farmer, 
writing upon the subject of “Calves Fitted 
for Winter,” says: “Preparing calves for 
winter does not receive the attention that 
a proper consideration for profit in cattle 
growing demands. Calves that have been 
made to depend upon grass during the fall 
cannot be in good condition for winter, and 
if forced to go f:cm grass to dry feed, de­ 
pending on the latter, the winter will not 
be entered upon under suitable conditions. 
Shelter should be provided from the time 
the nights become chilling enough to 
make the coat stare. Cold weather shap- 
ens the appetite, and this stronger call for 
food should be the signal not for increas­ 
ing the ration of coarse fodder and hay 
but for reducing the size of the abdomen 
by giving concentrated food instead. 
“What is the best food for the calf? 
Any grain ordinarily fed- to farm stock is 
good for the calf. Every-day experience 
seems to have established that if oats is 
not the very the best of all the grains for 
either calf or colt it is the equal of any; 
and never does otherwise than to cause a 
betterment in the condition if discreetly 
used. The notion prevailing with many 
that all grains should be ground before be­ 
ing fed to young stock is erroneous. Mas­ 
tication and thorough admixture of the 
food with saliva before being swallowed is 
nature’s way: This thorough incorpora­ 
tion does not take place when meal is fed. 
It does to a degree when the meal is fed 
dry, but to a very limited extent when fed 
wet.“While the feeding of watery vegetables, 
turnips, etc., is attended with benefit, 
mainly because they enable the feeder to 
avoid too sudden a change from grass to 
dry food, yet it should be borne in mind 
that turnips and other vegetables that are 
made up of SO to 85 per cent, of water, the 
balance being largely woody fiber, cannot 
by any possibility possess properties that 
will nut fat on the ribs of the calf, unless 
aided by nutritious grains fed liberally. 
Some deceive themselves by espousing the 
bulky instead of the concentrated foods, as 
the latter give us from the start the two 
things absoiutelv required if we would 
take our young stock into and through the 
winter in good shape. 
“What are these two things? First, a 
reduction in the size of the abdomen, and 
next, fat on the ribs. These two things 
insure a straightening of the lines—top 
line, bottom line and side lines—and a 
widening of the top. Oats, containing 
only 13 per cent, of wate*, while having 
about 40 per cent of starch, nearly 6 per 
cent, of oil and 17 per cent, of flesh-form­ 
ing material; or taking the estimate made 
for corn meal, showing a like amount of 
water or perhaps a trifle more water than 
in oats, with 60 per cent, of starch, 7 of 
oil and S of flesh-forming material, it does 
not require a very astute imagination to 
see at once that with a reasonably fair di­ 
gestion the use of these grains must be fol­ 
lowed by substantial gain—not a mere fill­ 
ing up of the abdomen, as in feeding 
coarse fodder, but gain upon the ribs and 
deposits of fat about the kidneys. 
“Turning off early is the profitable mode, 
and this can only he done by bringing the 
calf through to grass next season in fair 
flesh, ready to take on prompt growth 
when turned out. If it will not pay to 
give the shelter and feed here indicated, 
then it will not pay to rear the calf. The 
veal and the hide have a value in cash at 
the age of six to eight weeks. Better take 
a sure thing, therefore, saving the dumb 
brute from a good deal of suffering and 
yourself from pecuniary loss.” 
ROTTEN MANURE. 
There are two advantages of thoroughly 
rotting the manure before applying. One 
of them is that it is in a better condition 
to be thoroughly incorporated with the 
soil; it is also in a better condition to 
benefit the growing plants. 
If manure is to be rotted, in a majority 
of cases it will pay to make a shed where 
it can be stored. To pile up in the yard 
or lots and let it lay until it rots will en­ 
tail considerable loss, as there will be a 
waste both in leaching and by evaporation. 
A good percentage of this could be avoided 
by keeping under shelter. 
Unless care is taken when rotting there 
will he considerable loss by burning or 
tire-fanging. This can generally be avoided 
by stirring frequently, and this is neces­ 
sary whether the manure is stored under 
shelter or piled up in the yards. The ob­ 
jection to rotting is the risk of loss and 
the increased labor. It takes but little, 
if any more, labor to load directly into 
the wagon from the stable than to" pitch 
into piles under a shelter. Then more or 
less handling is necessary to keep it from 
burning while rotting," and this is an 
added expense. 
After it is ready it must be loaded up 
into the wagons, hauled to the fields and 
scattered out so that the question to de­ 
termine is whether the better results are 
sufficient to nay for the increased work of 
handling. When there is only a small 
amount to handle and the very most pos­ 
sible must be made of it, rotting is gener­ 
ally necessary. But on a large farm where 
a considerable number of stock is kept, it 
is questionable whether it can be done 
with profit. By hauling direct from the 
stables, sheds, or yards to the fields, and 
scattering from the wagon and then work­ 
ing into the soil as soon as possible, there 
is a very small per cent, of loss, and the 
work is ail done ; the work, too, can be 
done at times when it will least interfere 
with the other farm work. While it is an 
important item to make sure and apply all 
the manure possible, it is also very im­ 
portant to do this as economically as pos­ 
sible and in a way that will secure the 
best results.—Prairie Farmer. ■ 
MUTTON AND WOOL. 
In this country the same system of 
sheep raising is practiced that was in 
vogue since the discovery of America, and 
any attempt to influence a departure from 
the practice is met with opposition, while 
in Europe the sheep is the most important 
animal on the farm, and is kept in an en­ 
tirely different manner. There are two 
causes for this, the first being that more 
land can be devoted to sheeji in this coun­ 
try, all unprofitable locations being used 
for that purpose; and, second, that in 
America wool is the principal object in 
sheep raising, while in Europe mutton is 
made a specialty, the wool receiving little 
or no consideration as a source of profit. 
The breeds of sheep used here are the 
merinos and native grades, their best 
qualities bein» that they can thrive in 
large flocks and forage over barren hill­ 
sides, requiring but ljUie care, wRile'the 
mutton 
heed good pastures and 
gooq 
and attention in order to make 
th'em prcfitahle. 
That the sheep am lie made to pay a 
fair profit when the area is restricted'to a 
flock has been demonstrated in England 
for a century, and on lands that are, in 
manv respects, no better than lands de­ 
voted to sheep-raising in this country, and 
for which high rents are paid annually, 
the sheep being daily hurdled, and the 
hurdles changed, so as to give fresh graz­ 
ing daily. In other words, the English 
sheep are allowed onlv as much space in 
grass as they can eat off clean, being given 
a new patch (by advancing the hurdles) 
daily. In this manner the land behind 
them is manured, and nothing is wasted.

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la rue carcasses, whole flocks averaging 300 
pounds each, live weight, and a superior 
quality of mutton is thus produced. In 
this country the sheep haye unlimited 
area, the amount of land occupied being 
much greater than is necessary, while the 
amount of mutton produced is not one- 
third the proportion that it should be, 
eveu the wool, when washed, being below 
the amount required to give a protit in 
proportion to the capital invested in the 
land and stock. 
In this country the mutton breeds have 
shown themselves profitable when the 
proper system with them has been pur­ 
sued, and the necessary labor given, and 
as this may be essential it should be prac­ 
ticed. There is no reason why the Amer­ 
ican sheep-owners should refuse to adopt 
the hurdling system, with restricted areas 
and the use of better breeds. If labor is' 
required, give it, and if the expense is 
heavier, bestow it, for the final result will 
be larger receipts, and greater profits after 
all expenses are paid. No animal is 
capable of giving a larger profit than the 
sheep, but this profit cannot be derived 
until the improved system is accepted, 
and the pastoral methods abandoned.— 
Philadelphia Record. 
TUMORS AND SKIN AFFECTIONS. 
Tumors, warts, sores and affections of 
the skin are as peculiar to fowls as to 
human individuals, and come from the 
same causes, being also as difficnlt to cure. 
There are those who attempt to make 
cures of such cases, which is wrong, as 
such fowls should be destroyed. 
Scrofula is liable to exist as a di.-ease in 
a flock, and to permit such birds to. exist 
is to incur a liability of having the disease 
transmitted to succeeding generations, as 
well as to become contagious. 
It is 
cheaper and better to procure other fowls, 
first destroying those in the yards. When 
tumors appear, they indicate a diseased 
condition of the fowls, which places them 
outside of the uses of the farmer.—Firm 
and Fireside. 
SALT NECESSARY FOR POULTRY. 
The food should be seasoned with salt, 
the same as is done for animals at times, 
as salt is necessary tor poultry also. It is 
well known that salt has killed fowls, but 
only when it has been given to excess, 
such as allowing the hens to help them­ 
selves from a lot of brine from the fish- 
barrel, or from the rock salt placed where 
stock can use it. The fact that fowls 
will eat lumps of rock salt is alone suffi­ 
cient evidence that they require that sub­ 
stance, and it should be given in their 
food. It is one of the ingredients of the 
eggs, and salt is a substance required to 
properly digest the food.—Farm and Fire­ 
side. 
FARM NOTES. 
The number of persons who fail in 
farming is no greater than the number 
who fall in mercantile pursuits. 
A half pint of linseed meal, three times 
a week, given to a horse or cow, is better 
than medicine for promoting the appetite. 
Harvest the leave-. They are valuable 
for bedding and other purposes, and are 
worth more than the labor of collectirfe 
and hauling them. 
Corncobs abound largely in potash, 
hence every one of them should be care­ 
fully saved and u*ed as fuel, the ashes to 
be scattered in the orchard. 
Horses affected with heaves are seldom 
cured, but the difficulty may be lessened 
by shaking the hay, cutting it and moist­ 
ening it well before feeding. 
A pound of flesh once gained on a car­ 
. cass should never be allowed to become 
' lost. Keep the auimal always on the in 


crease, and never be compelled to produce 
a pound twice. Hold fast to that which is 
gained. 
As long as the animal eats all the food 
you give it nothing is wasted. Do not les­ 
sen the supply because the quantity re­ 
quired is larger than you wish to give. 
The filthy stall causes sore feet and in­ 
jures the health of the animal. 
By strict 
cleanliness a larger amount of manure 
can be saved and the thrift of the animals 
promoted. 
Plowing the land to kill the cut-worm 
depends on how the land is situated. Some 
soils are not benefited by late plowing, es­ 
pecially if they are liable tobe washed by 
heavy rains. 
A quart of kerosene, costing almost 
nothing, will save m.%ny valuable tools 
from becoming rusty. Simply apply it 
with a jiaint brush. It will do no harm to 
any kind of implement. 
Up in Rogue River, Or., fruit-growers 
have found a firm friend in yellow jackets. 
They are death on the green aphis scale, 
and when they light on a tree it is thor­ 
oughly cleaned in a few minutes. 
The peanut crop is reported'so enormous 
that there has been almost a panic in the 
peanut market. The yield in Virginia 
alone is set at 3,000,000 bushels, and 
equally enormous returns are coming in 
from other regions where the nut is grown 
Mr. Morris, assistant in the Royal Gar­ 
dens at Kew, has discovered that it is pos- 
siide to obtain many new and improved 
varieties of the sugar cane from the seed, 
and by crossing and selection the produc­ 
tion of sugar can lie greatly increased. The 
seeds are very small. 
This is the season of the year when pre­ 
parations should be made to keep stock 
comfortable during the inclement weather. 
Do not let the yearlings and young calves 
stand shivering out in the cold, as it not 
only retards their growth, hut takes them 
all summer to regain what they lost in 
winter. 
Pigs that are farrowed as late in the 
year as this are liable to be stunted unless 
well protected against cold. 
If the young 
pigs meet with any drawbacks between 
this time and spring they will be slow in 
recovering, and it is doubtful if they will 
progress as well or grow as large as pigs 
that may be farrowed in the spring. 
When you use skimmed milk or butter­ 
milk, do not till the vessels so that a por­ 
tion will remain, but give only as much 
as the fowls will eat at once, cleaning the 
vessels after the milk is used. What is 
better, mix the milk with ground grain in 
place of water, but always use that which 
is wholsome, and such as you would use 
for yourself. 
Country school-houses demand more at­ 
tention than may he supposed. Many sec­ 
tions are abandoned because of the loss of 
excellent school facilities. One of the 
principal causes of the sacrifice of farms is 
the desire to get nearer good schools. 
Every farmer is interested in the school- 
house, and should take an interest in its 
management. 
W ithin the last thirty years the acreage 
devoted to corn in the United State- has 
increased from 14,000,000 to 78,000,000, 
and the amount produced from 500,000,000 
to 2,000,000,000 bushels, while wheat in 
the -ame period has expanded its area 
from 11,000,000 to 38,000,000 of acres, and 
the amount produced from 100,000,000 to 
500,000,000 bushels. 
Should the supply of eggs begin to fall 
off, i: means that your hens are too fat, or 
thev desire a change of food. Substituting 
one kind of forxl for «mother will often 
show a wonderful effect, because the food 


given may be lacking in some constituent 
element essential to the production of 
eggs. Change the food frequently. There' 
is nothing so good as a variety. 
John J. Thomas mentions two good­ 
sized Newtown Pippin trees which were 
for some time practically fruitless. The 
ground was dug early in spring around one 
for a distance, and a wagon-load of manure 
spread on the stirred surface. Result, the 
second year this yielded forty bushels of 
fine apples, while the other, not cultivated 
nor fertilized, had a thin, worthless crop. 
A person writing in Le Progres Agricole 
gives his experience with root grafts on the 
grape. As soon as the leaves had fallen 
from his vines he set out 200 plants of one 
variety and 100 of another. In June of 
the following year he grafted ail the vines. 
Gf the first lot 94 per cent, grew and of 
the second 96 per cent. The grafts are 
strong and healt hy and throw out no roots, 
and an entire year is saved. 
Each farm needs a special system of 
farming to a certain extent, as the lay of 
the land, the texture of the soil, the com­ 
position of the soil and the climate are 
points to be con-idered; but no farmer is 
correct in adhering too closely to old meth­ 
ods. • Tests and experiments should be 
made each year in order to determine the 
full capacity of the farm for producing 
those crops that will prove most profitable 
if grown upon it. 
One-half the amount of care required to 
earn 850 tilling some crop will produce 
that amount for the farmer if bestowed 
upon his flock of fowls. If you propose to 
him to persistently neglect his best cow 
from one end of the year to the other 1 e 
will set you down as a candidate fur a 
lunatic asylum, yet a common-sized flock 
of fowls, such as are kept at most farm­ 
steads, will yield as much as a fim-rate 
cow. 
The frost is a powerful agent in reduc­ 
ing the soil. Heavy land, when turned 
up to the action of the frost, i- pulverized 
by the contraction and expansion of heat 
and cold. A lump of earth that is soaked, 
and then becomes frozen, is pulverized to 
a fine powder. 
If lime is spread on fall- 
plowed land the soil will become not only 
fine by the efieets of the frost, but the lime 
also assists in compelling chemical changes, 
which add more soluble plant food for the 
use of crops. 
Pure charcoal, or the charred wood 
from the stove, when fresh, is an excel­ 
lent aid in arresting bowel complaints, 
and is both simple and harmless. Where 
the hens have not had a variety, parched 
grain, nearlv burnt, aflords an agreeable 
change and serves nearly the same pur­ 
pose as charcoal. Oats, corn, wheat, or 
even bran, will be readily eaten by hens 
when they have been regularly fed on a 
sameness of diet, and sucli food will 
greatly aid in arresting diarrhcea or other 
bowel disorders. 
It appears to some farmers that the 
stocking with pure breeds is expensive, 
and for that reason they are slow to use 
something better than the stock they have; 
but it is not expensive to grade up the 
stock, as a single male may improve an en­ 
tire herd or flock. Improvement adds size 
and productiveness, and it is a loss to him 
who fails to make iiis young stock superior 
to the old ones. By aiming for something 
better it will be but a few years before the 
entire herd is changed in characteristics, 
and will possess a greater value as well as 
give a larger profit. 
According to an English authority 
there is one measurement in cattle which 
is the key to all other measurements of 
the animal. This is the length of the 
i Lead, la a w ell-voportioned beast he 


says the distance between the hips from 
center to center, from center of hip-bone 
to edge of flank, from center of hip-bone 
to center of rump-bone. from point of 
hock to the ground, from dewlap to the 
ground—all these separate measurements 
should correspond, within an inch, to the 
length of the head. Well-grown short­ 
horn three-year-old bullocks are, as a 
rule, about twenty-three inches in these 
respective measurements. 
The first water-mill ever built was 
erected on the river Tiber, at Rome, A.

SIGNS OF THE TIMES. 


The dis[K>sition of political parties of 
any considerable age to submit to the 
domination of class interests and to become 
subservient to the venal ends of influences 
that serve self-seeking only, is the weak­ 
ness of 
party system of the Republic- 
When slavery was 
supreme in the 
United States both the Whig and the 
Democratic parties sought the condition of 
subserviency to it. 
It rejected the over­ 
tures of the Whig party, and accepted the 
abject varletrv of the Democratic party. 
Slavery was the greatest corporation, in 
fact, that ever menaced government on 
this continent. 
It became a corporation 
by reason of the alliance of all slave-hold­ 
ers in all the slave-holding States; the 
complete control of the life of the slave- 
bolding States by the slave-owning classes, 
and the control of the electoral vote and 
delegations in Congress from the slave 
States by slave interests. This powerful 
combination had to be broken down and 
destroyed by the creation of a new party 
and 
the 
exigence brought forth the 
agency. 
A question that now confronts the peo­ 
ple of the United States is whether the 
Republican party, being dominant, is re­ 
peating history in a slightly varied form. 
Has it become measurably the party of 
monopolists, of trusts and of rings, and the 
creature of the whim of ring-masters? Is 
it becoming, or is it already, a class party? 
Such inquiry unquestionably occupies the 
public mind, whicS in many quarters is 
responding affirmatively to these questions. 
Something of this is confessed by so 
stalwart a champion of that party as the 
New York Tribune, when, in discussing 
the McKinley bill and its relation to the 
recent rebuke at the polls, it rather tim­ 
idly asks : 
But was the greed of individuals or corpora­ 
tions unable to shape any clause of the Act ? If 
oue or two trusts which still survive had been 
forced out ol existence by the bill, the m easure 
m ight have com m anded more support at the 
outset than it did. Again, if among thousands 
of worthy public servants some Individuals in 
posts of tru.-t have failed to do their whole duty 
lo the people whose servants they are, some 
fraction of the reverse may be owing to these 
delinquents ais >. In several States, moreover, 
there was a Republican m anagem ent which rid 
not satisfy the sincerest voters. It is now a duty 
of all who are charged with responsibility to 
6ay w hether such m anagem ent shall be sus­ 
tained and prolonged. In a word, it is a proper 
tim e for the very best thought and the con­ 
science of the country to be heard an 1 heeded. 
It is not difficult to read between the 
lines of this hesitating criticism the con­ 
viction of that journal that there is a men­ 
ace to the party which must needs be 
heeded. 
It is mistakeu, however, when it 
infers that the rebuke was not directly 
aimed at, and intended for the controlling 
party, and half confession of this truth 
is found in this further quotation from the 
same journal: 
The lesson given to their rulers by the voters 
Of this country can be interpreted.'by anybody 
w ho pleases, to mean the m an in the" next pew. 
B ut he will be happiest in the long run who asks 
b is own conscience in all sincerity, "How m uch 
of that belongs to m e?" Congressmen may well 
ask their own consciences how tar they have 
been governed by their sense of right, and how 
lar swayed by desire to p:ease ignorant, vicious, 
O’ greedily selfish elem ents among their con­ 
stituents. 
Has there been no conspicuous or 
half-conscious betrayal of public welfare to 
demagogues and knaves? 
The truth is, that the subservient dis­ 
position to which we referred in the out­ 
set is so pronounced that it must challenge 
the concern of every citizen who esteems 
country superior to party power and tri­ 
umph. 
If we pass dangerous centralizing tend­ 
encies, and party counseling that takes 
rings, trusts and moneyed power into 
communion with it rather than the high­ 
est interests of the people, we discover in 
the emphatic and repeated demands for 
change in the methods of choosing United 
States Senmors, the expression of aug­ 
menting public conviction that the Senate 
of the United States is dangerously filling 
up with millionaires, and gaining by justice 
the title of “ the rich man’s club.” The 
time since this, the most important and 
potent oi all deliberative bodies, has taken 
on something of aristocratic character, is 
not long, and it portends a time not longer 
in the future when, if the drift continues, 
the title of Senator will be claimed as the 
equivalent in rank and demand of that of 
Earl or Marquis in monarchies. 
It is charged that there are about a 
6core of men in the Senate whose wealth 
exceeds a million dollars each, and the 
major portion of whom are more conspicu­ 
ous for their income than for the states­ 
manlike qualities which should equip the 
citizen for so high a trust. 
It is not to be understood that there is 
of necessity incompatibility between the 
-possession of great wealth and the posses­ 
sion of high intellectual qualities, nor 
that an aggregation of wealth in the hands 
of man necessarily disqualifies him for the 
possession and exercise of statesmanlike 
abilities. Where these conditions com­ 
bine iii the individual actuated by high 
motives and patriotic purposes, the nation 


m a y be served to even greater advantage. 
There is no offense in wealth honestly ac­ 
quired and wisely administered. 
It is a 
conservator, under such conditions, of in­ 
dustry and the best interests of the coun­ 


t r y and its people. But when it accom­ 
plishes self-seeking by political control, 
-the antagonism of the people is inevitable, 


and their conviction of its misuse will 
culminate in revolts before whish parties 
of subserviency to rings, trusts and specu­ 
lative combinations must go down. 
It has passed into a proverbial saying 
that many men sit in halls of legislation 
and dictate in party councils, who, were 
they poor, would not be chosen to keep 
the outer doors. It is common notoriety 
that Congressmen, ujron the liberal salaries 
they receive, often do not live within their 
incomes, and we have instances of open 
assertion of the fact, coupled with resigna­ 
tions for that reason. It surprises no 
thoughtful man, therefore, that there is 
gathering a stern demand which will not 
he denied, for a return to such democratic 
simplicity as will leave legislators free and 
independent men, and in the broadest and 
best sense representative of the American 
jreople. 
In the face of the facts of the time, of 
venality 
and 
corruption, of 
bargain 
and sale of place and dominance; of 
rings, trusts, monopolies of land and op­ 
portunity; of moneyed power; of unscru­ 
pulous wealth and conscienceless commer­ 
cial interests, it behooves the patriotic 
citizens of the United States to consider 
profoundly to what such influences may 
bring the nation. 
When combinations of manufacturers 
and mere party politicians; of close trusts 
and wealth-congested legislators; of polit­ 
ical rings and debt-ridden representatives 
control the body of the legislation of any 
nation, and fashion the foreign and do­ 
mestic policy of any one people, there 
exist conditions that imperil national in­ 
tegrity and the perpetuity of safe govern­ 
ment. 
It has been too long the habit to close 
the eyes to the drift towards political 
usurpation by interests not conservative of 
the weal of the people; to content our­ 
selves with the present and trust the future 
to the future; to consider party triumph as 
the chief of goals and as determining be­ 
yond heed of protest the truest and best 
policy for the nation; to submit to the 
convenient but illusive doctrine that na­ 
tional destiny is fashioned by party con­ 
ventions and worked out by the mere 
declaration of sounding platforms. 
But, unless we wholly mistake the read­ 
ing of the times and the lessons of history, 
the time is at hand, and the protests that 
are coming up from all parts of the coun­ 
try announce it, when the old parties must 
be brought up out of the mire of personal 
control and subserviency or give way be­ 
fore the on-pushing of resistless influences 
that have their source and spring in the 
conscience of the great body of the people. 
There are, in short, evils menacing the 
national life to-day that call for heroic 
swords to strike them down, and sinwe the 
American Republic has not achieved its 
destiny, we may feel assured that the 
weaponry will be forthcoming. 
It is possible for the old political parties 
to rise up and free themselves from the 
slavish chains with which self-seeking in­ 
terests have bound them, and to write for 
themselves a new declaration of inde- 
jiendence. It may be well doubted, how­ 
ever, if they will undertake the task until 
popular revolt has achieved greater mo­ 
mentum and the protesting people have 
peremptorily turned their shoulders upon 
the blandishments with which political 
interests are seeking to beguile them.

Justice Devine yesterday declined to con­ 
tinue the examination of J. J. Glacken and 
Charles Fisher, charged with the murder of 
Antone Menke, notwithstanding the fact 
that Grove L. Johnson, the leading attorney 
for tne defense, was engaged in the con­ 
tem pt case on trial in the Superior Court. 
The defense was therefore conducted by 
H iram W. Johnson, and Assistant District 
Attorney A. J. Bruner conducted the pros­ 
ecution. 
The first witness called by the defense 
was J. M. Sullivan, who testified that the 
reputation of Ah Mong ia witness who had 
given evidence for the prosecution) was 
bad, and policeman Higgins testified to the 
same effect. 
John J. Glacken, one of the defendants, 
was then placed upon the stand. Before 
he testified Mr. Bruner stated that he 
wished to inform the Court at that time 
that the prosecution had ascertained, and 
would prove, that one of the exploded car- 
tridgts in Menke's pistol (there are two 
discharged ) was discharged early in the 
day. 
He made the statement at that time 
in order that the defense might be pre­ 
pared to meet it. 
Witness Glacken then testified as to the 
difficulty that occurred between himself 
and the Menkes at the railroad on the 
morning of the day on which the shooting 
took pla^e. 
He said he and his men were 
engaged in loading hops on a car, when 
the father of deceased appeared. Witness 
said he accosted Mr. Menke pleasantly and 
asked him if it was to be peace or war. 
Menke said it was to be peace, but witness 
said he judged from a note he had received 
from Menke that the latter was not satis­ 
fied in regard to the situation of their bus­ 
iness affairs. After some conversation re­ 
garding a settlement concerning the hops 
that were in controversy, Menke called 
witness a vile name and declared he would 
“ get rid of him ." At the same time he 
picked up a rock, and then young Menke 
(the deceased) said to witness that he had 
better tackle him . Witness told the latter 
that it was none of his business, and not to 
interfere. The Menkes, he said, then ad­ 
vanced upon him and he retreated. 
In regard to the affair later in the day, 
when the shooting occurred, witness said 
he and Fisher met Tony Menke in the 
road near their place, and he got out of his 
cart and went over to Menke's and said to 
the latter that it was too bad the old man 
would not settle, after the proposition he 
had made to him; that George Menke was 
satisfied, and that it was he (Tony) who 
stood in the way of a settlement. 
Tony Menke responded that witness was 
a liar, jum ped out of the cart, drew his 
pistol and shot at witness. The latter 
threw up his arm, and the bullet struck 
his wrist. 
(The coat, with powder-marks 
on the sleeve, was then shown in Court.) 
Menke then shot again, and the ball struck 
Fisher, who had rushed between them. As 
soon as Fisher got out of the way he 
(Glacken) began shooting. H e considered 
tbat his life was in danger. 
He said his 
relations with Tony Menke had been agree­ 
able, and that he bore no malice against 
him . 
Witness was here questioned by Mr. 
Johnson as to what the deceased's father 
did when he came upon the scene, after 
the shooting, but Mr. Bruner's objeciioD 
thereto was sustained. 
Witness denied eversending the offensive 
message to the elder Menke. by his own 
son, Willie, as testified to by the latter. 
On the cross-examination, Mr. Bruner 
asked the witness if he did not, seven years 
ago, say to one John Schweriah that he 
would as soon kill Tony Menke as a 
chicken, and Mr. Johnson "strenuously ob­ 
jected to witness responding to the ques­ 
tion. Grove L. Johnson also came in and 
argued that the matter was too remote to be 
admissible. 
Mr. Bruner offered to cite a decision of 
the Supreme Court in support of his posi­ 
tion that the testimony was admissible, but 
the Court held that it was not necessary, 
and overruled the objection. 
Glacken said he did not remember hav­ 
ing said anything of the kind, and Mr. 
B runer then asked bim if be had not made 
that rem ark to his wife. 
To this question the objection was made 
that if the witness did so it was a privi­ 
leged statement, and the objection was sus­ 
tained. 
Mr. Bruner was here sent for by Superior 
Judge Armstrong, who requested that the 
case be continued, in order that Mr. John­ 
son might attend on the Superior Court. 
The request w as conveyed to Justice De­ 
vine, and on Mr. Bruner's consenting to a 
continuance, the farther bearing of the 
case w a s postponed until 10 o’clock this 
m orning.

The much-talked-of Florence Mission 
will be formally opened at 1010 Third 
street, between J and K. at half-past 7 
o’clock to-night. This is the fourth mis­ 
sion of the kind founded by Charles N. 
Crittenton, the Christian merchant of New 
York city, who has been holding meetings 
in this city for five weeks. T h i first was 
opened in New York city, the second in 
Jersey City, and the third "in San Jose, in 
this State. 
The object of the mission is to reach, res­ 
cue and convert fallen men and women, 
who never go into churches, and who are 
virtually abandoned by the better class of 
people. On account of their sin and their 
poverty they do not feel free to go into onr 
cfiurches, so this mission will open a door 
through which they may go and worship. 
Mr. Crittenton believes that all these peo­ 
ple need is to feel that somebody cares for 
them and will help them . 
More than 2,000 fallen men and women 
have been rescued by the Florence Mission 
of New York, and 1,400 of them have been 
converted and are now leading Christian 
lives in the various churches. The pur­ 
pose is to care for those who are rescued 
and get them respectable employment. 
The mission will be open ever night in 
the year, where free gospel services will be 
held. The building at 1010 Third street, 
between J and K, has been leased for one 
year. The citizens and Christian people 
generally have given freely to support the 
mission. 
Robert S. Marshei of this city has been 
elected Superintendent of the mission; W. 
R. Gallup, Treasurer, and Mrs. J. H. Glide, 
Corresponding Secretary. 
The mission wilt be managed by a Board 
of Directors, consisting of one from each 
church. Those engaged in this good work 
mean business, and its success seems to be 
assured.

EARLT ORANGES. 


D a ily S h ip m e n ts N o w 
G o in g E a s tw a r d 
f r o m N o r th e r n C a lif o r n ia . 
The first carload of oranges of this year s 
crop, from California, was loaded at Oro- 
ville and shipped to the East yesterday by 
the W. R. Strong Company of this city. 
The fruit was of extra quality, highly col­ 
ored and fully ripe, and consisted of W ash­ 
ington Navels, M editerranean Sweets and 
seedlings. 
This shipm ent inaugurates the 
season in Northern California, and the 
firm mentioned will continue shipments 
every day, two cars going forward to-day. 
The orange groves present a busy scene, 
hundreds of pickers and packers being at 
work in the various oraDge districts. The 
principal shipping 
points are Oroville. 
Marysville, W heatland, 
Newcastle 
and 
Penryn. 
Each orange is wrapped in paper and 
packed with great care, and experts pro­ 
nounce the ft ait of extraordinary qualit}-. 
It runs rem arkably uniform in size, aver­ 
aging about 176 to the box, except the 
W ashington Navels, which run a little 
larger. The fruit is absolutely free from 
sm ut and scale, is fully ripe, and of a high 
flavor. 
About three thousand acres of young 
orchards have been planted daring the last 
four years, and are now gradually coming 
into bearing. All these eroves are located 
at points north of Sacramento city. The 
fruit will euiely find great favor in the 
East.

INAUGURAL BALL. 


D e a th In B an

W illia m L . M cK w e n . 
W . L. McEwen died in San Francisco 
yesterday aftei a few weeks’ illness. 
De­ 
ceased w e s well-known in this city, where 
he resided for many years. Mr. McEwen 
was born in Genesee county, New York, 
fifty-two years ago. W hile a boy he crossed 
the plains to California. Upon the break­ 
ing out of the war he enlisted in the Cali­ 
fornia Battalion, which was mustered into 
the Second Massachusetts Cavalry. At the 
close of the service he returned to Cali­ 
fornia. 
Deceased was for several years employed 
in the freight department of the railroad 
company in this city, and was bookkeeper 
in the State Controller’s office during the 
term of Controller James J. Green. Sub­ 
sequently he was appointed Chief Clerk by 
United States Marañal Drew, and for nine 
years prior to 1886 he was connected with 
the Marshal s office in San Francisco, most 
of the time as chief deputy. 
At the time of his death he was Superin­ 
tendent of the Union Ice Company. He 
was a member of George H . Thomas Post, 
G. A. R. His generous nature and peculi­ 
arly genial m anner made him hosts of 
friends all over California. 
H e leaves a 
widow and three children. 


M e e tin g o f t h e I n v it a tio n a n d R e c e p tio n 
C o m m itte e . 
A meeting of the Invitation aud Recep­ 
tion Committee for the inaugural ball was 
held yesterday afternoon at Mayor Coru- 
stock’6 office. Various matters in regard to 
the sending out of invitations were dis­ 
cussed. 
It was determ ined tbat each member of 
the committee should at once prepare and 
send to the Secretary, W. D. Knights, a list 
of persons to be invited to the ball. Com­ 
mitteemen should give addresses when­ 
ever it is possible, especially outside of 
Sacramento, in order that the invitations 
sent out may reach their destination. 
The Invitation Committee is a large one, 
having members in many parts of the 
State, and persons who do not receive in­ 
vitations will hold their local committee­ 
men responsible if they are overlooked. 
It is therefore the duty of every member of 
the committee to send in his list promptly. 
From the applications already made for 
tickets it is evident that the three hundred 
tickets to be sold will be quickly taken 
after the invitations are out. 
It was decided that fifteen members of 
the Invitation Committee should be se 
lected for active duty on the night of the 
ball, and these will be expected to devote 
their entire attention to the reception and 
comfort of guests. 


STATE VOTE. 


In his report for November of the sani­ 
tary condition of th e State, Dr. G. G. Tyr­ 
rell, Secretary of theState Board of Health, 
states that mortality reports from 103 lo­ 
calities .throughout the State, with an esti­ 
mated population ol'752,739, give the num ­ 
ber of decedents as 1,133, being a monthly 
percentage of 1 55 per thousand, or an an­ 
nual mortality at the rate of 18.60 per 
thousand, which is the largest death rate 
we have had for m any m onths. This in­ 
crease is not due to the prevalence of any 
particular epidemic, but rather to the in­ 
creased area of country in which diph­ 
theria, typhoid fever and acute pulm onary 
diseases have been present. The mortality 
from pneumonia, for instance, just doubled 
that for October, and the deaths from 
diphtheria and croup were also largely in 
excess over the preceding month. 


PREVAILING DISEASES. 
Reports from over a hundred localities 
indicate a general increase of sickness 
throughout. There does not appear to be 
any epidemic prevailing, if we except a de­ 
cided frequency of throat affections, espe­ 
cially tonsilitis, membranous angina and 
diphtheria. The frequency of diseases of 
the respiratory system is also noticed. 
Influenza, now familiarly known as “la 
grippe,” is observed by most of our corre­ 
spondents. The abnormally dry weather 
which prevailed during the past month 
seems to have a deleterious effect apon the 
gtneral health, and probably determined 
that frequency to malaise which every­ 
where is a subject of complaint. 
Cholera intantum , though usually in 
abeyance so late in the year, was observed 
with frequency in many places, and diar- 
rhcei and dysentery were reported as ob­ 
served, with some frequency. 
D iphtheria and croup appear to have 
been almost universally present. In San 
Francisco 255 cases were reported. In A la­ 
meda, Dr. John T. McLean tbinka the pre­ 
valence of the disease is, in the main, ow­ 
ing to the imperfect way quarantine is 
maintained, and to the lack of proper iso 
lation of those sick with the disease. In 
Anaheim, Dr. Bullard thioks the disease 
originated in the school-room of a modern 
school, where the sewer pipe, imperfectly 
laid, became obstructed and filled with 
most offensive matter. On having this re­ 
moved, 
the 
prevalence 
of sore-throat 
abated. 
There is a form of sore-throat prevailing, 
which was recognized in Santa Crnz by Dr. 
Anderson, which, although resembling in 
some respects diphtheria, is not that dis 
ease, being non-contagions, and accom­ 
panied by a m arked ulceration of the ton­ 
sils, but without the characteristic odor of 
diphtheria. It is seldom fatal, but as it is 
a matter of difficulty to tell one from the 
other, the safer plan is to treat all such 
cases as diphtheria, and isolate them ac­ 
cordingly. 
In Stockton, Dr. C. A. Rnggles considers 
diphtheria as bad a disease in a community 
as small-pox, and. as Health Officer, treats 
them with the same sanitary precaution, 
insisting on isolation and strict quarantine. 
In this m anner he has succeeded in liter­ 
ally “stamping out” the disease wherever 
it has appeared, thus preventing its exten­ 
sion from the place of its development. 
Typhoid fever was observed in a few in­ 
stances. The dryness of the soil, and con 
sequent lowering of the ground water, does 
not seem to have had the developiag effect 
upon this disease that Pettenkotfer’s theory 
would lead us to expect, as the cases re­ 
corded were all due to local causes, which 
sanitary efforts might have prevented. 
Pneumoxia was quite prevalent every 
where. The disease in many case9 was of 
that low form known as typhoid pneumo 
nia, and was particularly fatal when at 
tacking persons beyoDd the middle period 
of life. In aged persons its fatality wa9 
very marked. 
Bronchitis was also very prevalent, and 
was reported by all our correspondents as 
noticed in their districts. 
Influenza was very generally noted, and 
many of our correspondents considered 
that La Grippe was again prevai'ing in 
their districts. The present influenza, so 
far as noticed, has failed to develop »he in 
ten9e prostration so very characteristic of 
the genuine La Grippe. 
It is, however, 
nfore than probable that this symptom 
will not be wanting if the disease contin­ 
ues to increase in intensity. 
Sm all-pol, we regret to sav, has again 
been imported into San Francisco, this 
time from Central America by sea. The 
disease is epidemic in Guatemala, and may 
have come from this source. Three cases 
developed in San Francisco during Novem­ 
ber, and two since them This should ad­ 
monish us of the necessity of insisting 
that our school children be vaccinated as 
the law contemplates. 
This precaution 
would place our children in a condition to 
resist an invasion of the disease and pre­ 
vent any extensive epidemic, if such a disas­ 
ter threatened us. Of the protective power 
of vaccination against small-pox tbere can 
be no question. History has again and 
again proven it, and in the last report of 
the Health Officer in Ireland, he declares 
that there was not a single case of the dis­ 
ease reported there witbin the past year 
for the reason that vaccination is com pul 
sofy and every one is brought under the 
operation of the law.

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THE BOYCOTT CASE. 


THREE OF THE DEFENDAHT8 ADJUDGED 
GUILTY OF CONTEMPT. 


M essrs. C arrington, M cK ay and 
Cody 


A re D ecla red N ot G uilty—T esti­ 


m ony of th e M erchants. 


The contempt proceedings against J. W. 
McKay and others, charged with having 
violated the injunction of the Court in the 
“ boycott"’ case was resumed before Supe­ 
rior Judges Armstrong and Buckles, sit­ 
ting in bank yesterday forenoon. 
Eugene Dunkail, a clerk in S. E.Carring­ 
ton’s printing office, was the first witness 
called. H e testified thai up to two or 
three weeks ago the paper 
called the 
Trades Union was printed in Mr. Carring­ 
ton's establishment. The type was not 
set by Mr. Cariington’s employes, but by 
members of the Typographical t'nion. 
The testimony of Charles D. Monahan, 
foreman of S. E. Carrington’s office, was 
similar to that of Mr. Dunkail. 
J. J. Devine, a compositor, testified that 
he had set type for the Trades Union, but 
he did not know who wrote the articles in 
the paper. 
Mr. Monahan, being re called, testified 
that a dodger bearing the words “Boycott 
the Bee" was printed in Mr. Carrington s 
establishment by order of the Federated 
Trades. 
Charles Wieger, one of the proprietors 
of the Nonpareil store, was called and 
stated that on two occasions he had been 
interviewed with reference to signing an 
agreement prepared by the trades union 
people to withdraw his patronage from the 
Bee, but that he had declined to sign it. 
Samuel Nathan, of 321 K street, testified 
that he, too, had been interviewed, and 
had declined to attach his name to the 
agreement. 
Recess. 
. 
AFTERNOON 
SESSION. 
In the afternoon Charles H. Gilman, of 
the Red House, was placed on the stand. 
H e testified that some time in the neigh­ 
borhood of November 17th, T. A. Cody 
and another gentleman called at his place 
and handed him an agreement not to 
patronize the Bee. 
After 
reading the 
paper the witness signed it. H e did not 
remember whether or not there were other 
signatures attached to the paper. Previous 
to this he had been waited upon by a com­ 
mittee who asked him to take his adver­ 
tisement out of the boycotted paper, but 
no reason was given as to whv it should 
be taken out. 
Joseph 
Thieben, crockery 
merchant 
stated that G. W. McMilliu had reouested 
him to withdraw his patronage from the 
Bee. 
Witness was asked what reasons Mr. 
McMillin bad given for wanting him to 
withdraw his patronage, but Judge Buckles 
.nterposed. and said that if it appeared 
that Mr. McMillin had made the request of 
Thieben since the issuance of the injunc­ 
tion, it was necessary to know McMiliin’s 
reasons. 
H. A. Weinstocb, one of the firm of 
W einstock, Lubin & Co., testified that he 
had been interviewed on a number of ac­ 
t i o n s by the trades union people with 
"reference !° t!le 
^ e ®rst interview 
.that he rem em berer f?v« 7-,c ? about the 
middle of October. 
Two Cl three weeks 
later, by another committee. This com­ 
mittee consisted of Messrs. McKay and 
Harrison. Thev had been informed, they 
said, that the temporary injunction had 
b?én set aside, arid they were at liberty io 
see advertisers and request them to w ith­ 
draw their patronage from the Bee without 
fear of violating the order of the Court. 
“Subsequently another committee waited 
on us,” continued the witness. 
“They 
gave no particular reason for wanting us to 
sign their agreement—there was no need of 
their doiDg so, as wc understood the cir­ 
cum stances.” 
Attorney H inkson—“ Was anything said 
about the old injunction being dissolved 
and a new one issued?” 
Mr. Weinstock—“I believe some refer­ 
ence was made to that. My recollection is 
that Mr. Cody said that no injunction had 
been served on him since the old one bad 
been dissolved.” 
Mr. Hinkson—“Did th e y say a n y th in g 
ab o u t L aving received actu al notices of th at 
iDjunctiOD?” 
Mr. Weinstock—“Not ibat I recollect.” 
On cross-examination by Mr. Johnson, 
the witness said that Mr. Cody only called 
upon him once. He thought he would 
know the other gentlemati who was with 
Mr. Cody if he saw him. There was some­ 
thing said by Mr. Cody aboufttheir side be­ 
ing willing to arbitrate. It was a perfectly 
friendly conversation. 
There 
were no 
threats, no forcible language, and no coer­ 
cion whatever. It was merely a friendly 
disenssion of the troubles between the Bee 
and the printers. "At the meeting with 
Messrs. McKay and Harrison,” he said, 
“ we discussedjarbitration, too. Thev said 
their side was willing and anxious to arbi­ 
trate. 
We deplored the fact that a settle­ 
m ent could not be reached. I was never 
stopped on the street by any of these per­ 
sons for the purpose Of. oiscussing this 
trouble, I met some oí them several t¡m es( ( 
a casual, "way, t ' li wé íf.L'ed Ii over. 
Nothing was ever said to me by the com­ 
mitteemen as to what course they proposed 
to pursue if a compromise was not eflected.” 
James G. Davis, the carpet man, was the 
next witness. “On the 17th of November,” 
he said, “a committee, consisting of Mr. 
vouy and another man, called on me. 
There was no conversation. Ih e y handed 
me a paper, on which there were some sig­ 
natures of business men. I read the paper, 
and said I did not like to sign it until I had 
consulted with the business men. I told 
them to call around again in the evening, 
and I would give them my answer. They 
said "all right,’ and lelt. That was all there 
was to it. The paper was an agreement on 
the part of the business men to withdraw 
their advertising from the Bee if the trouble 
between that paper and the printers was 
not settled.” 
On cross-examination Mr. Davis said 
that when the! trouble first occurred he 
signed a paper gotten up by the business 
men, which was a proposition to endeavor 
to settle between the printers and the Bee. 
There were no threats made and the con­ 
versation was oleasant. 
Julius Lewis, the next witoess, testified 
that he was a merchant in this city. He 
remembered that some time in the "neigh­ 
borhood of the 17th of November, a com­ 
mittee of the Federated Trades called at 
his place. 
“They handed my brother a 
paper.” he said. “ He read it, and showed 
it to me; I read it, and told him to sign it. 
That's all there was to it. 
There was no 
conversation to speak of. and that was the 
first and only time we were waited upon 
by any committee.” 
Gus Lavenson stated that he was also 
waited on by the Labor Committee. He 
aid not know who any of the committee­ 
men were. They toid him of the trouble 
the printers had had with the Bee and 
wanted him to help them along by takiDg 
his “ad.”- out of that paper. They said 
nothing about wanting to injure the Bee 
W itness told them he could not take his 
advertisement out just then owing to a con­ 
tract he had with the Bee. 
A. B. Sanborn recalled to the stand and 
asked if he had ever had any conversation 
with Mr. Cody, with reference to the in­ 
junction. He said he did not remember 
such a conversation. The injunction was 
discussed by the Executive Committee and 


the decision was that the injunction should 
be obeyed, and that there would be no con­ 
certed action on the part of the trades 
unions until the injunction was Bet aside, 
or dissolved. Xbat was the general in­ 
struction given out. 
Upon the conclusion of Mr. Sanborn’s 
testimony, Mr Hinkson asked that a short 
recess be taken in order that he and his 
associate might consult with their clients 
ahd agree as to whether or not it was ad­ 
visable to offer any more testimony on the 
part of the plaintiffs. 
After recess Mr. Sanborn took the stand 
again, and asked permission to correct a 
statement he had made to the effect that 
the second injnnction issued had been dis­ 
cussed by the Executive Committee. He 
Bsid he bad misunderstood the questions 
put to him and had answered that the 
second injunction had been discussed. This 
was a mistake. There was no disenssion 
on this injunction, as there was no way of 
knowing that such au injunction existed. 
The counsel for the Bee proprietors then 
announced that they had decided not to of­ 
fer any further testimony for their side. 
Attorney Johnson then addressed the 
Court. H e asked for the discharge of each 
and all of the defendants on a num ber of 
grounds. He maintained that there was 
no proof that any ol them had violated in 
any manner the so-called injunction of the 
Conrt. Besides this Mr. Johnson referred 
to the various technicalities heretofore 
raised by him, and based his motion on 
them in conjunction with the point that a 
case of contempt had not been made out. 
Judge Buckles interrupted Mr. Johnson 
and stated that the only point the Court 
would consider would be in reference to 
the value of tesiimony offered, and as to 
whether or not the defendants had violated 
the injunction. The other points he said 
had been ruled upon. 
Mr. Johnson explained, however, that he 
had some decisions and authorities to cite 
which would show that the defendants 
could be discharged on the other points 
raised. Mr. Johnson then proceeded to 
read from the case of the People vs. Chas. 
P. O'Neill (47th. Cal ), in which the Su­ 
preme Conrt reversed the decision of the 
lower Court, on a point involving the 
method of service. Another authoritv was 
for the purpose of showing that no person 
could be punished for contempt for violat­ 
ing a void order. Several other opinions 
in point were cited, after which Mr. John­ 
son made an oral argument, in which be 
was interrupted by the Court. 
After a consultation, the Court stated 
that it would prefer to hear some testi­ 
mony for the defense. 
Thev were not 
ready to decide upon the points just then, 
said Judge Armstrong, but they would 
hear Mr. JohDson again afterthe testimony 
was in. For the present the motion would 
be overruled. 
Mr. Johnson stood silent for some time, 
and then took exception to the ruling of 
the Court. He said he was not usually 
thrown off his balance, but he was consid­ 
erably surprised, and considered it unjust 
that he should be stopped in the course of 
an argument in which be had great faith. 
He then asked permission to consult wiih 
his clients, and a short recess was taken. 
When Court reconvened, Mr. Johnson 
said he did not like to take the responsi­ 
bility of deciding upon what course to pur­ 
sue in the case in the absence of bis associ­ 
ate, but be snpposed he would have to. 
G. W . McKay, one of the defendants, 
and President of the Council of Federated 
Trades, was then called to the stand. He 
testified that on November 11th a copv of 
an injunction was served upon him. That 
was the only one ever served upon him. 
Since that service he had never intimidated 
or threatened the subscribers or patrons of 
the Bee. Since the seryice of that order 
witness said he had obeyed, the prder of 
ííié Court. 
| 
On cross-examination Mr. McKay denied 
that he had beeja acting on any committees, I 
neither had he resigned any position or i 
office he had held in the Federated Trades. ' 
So far as he knew there had been no chair^e 
in his conduct since the issuance of the in­ 
junction. 
The witness was asked if, 
t^e ¡n. 
Junction was issued, the Federated Trades 
withdrew the boycott ft.im the. Bee. 
Mr. Johnson objected, and* a lengthy 
argument between him and Judge A rm ­ 
strong ensued. 
Finally the attorney was 
interrupted and told that time was too 
precious, and that the objection would be 
overruled. 
Mr. McKay then answered Mr. Denson’s 
question by saying that he did not have 
positive knowledge that there was a boy­ 
cott. H e had not presided at any meeting 
when authorization was given for the 
printing of circulars bearing the words, 
“Boycyott Ihe Bee," were printed, neither 
was he present when any committees were 
appointed to take action against the Bee. 
He was not aware who authorized the 
printing of the “ boycott” advertisement in 
the Trades Union. 
Mr. McKay had not co n c lu id , when a 
recess was taken until 7 o’clock in the 
evening. 
EVENING SESSION. 
Mr. McKay was not recalled when Court 
re-convened in the evening, and W. \Y. 
Cuthbert was placed on the stand. He 
stated that the injunction papers—the first 
injunction—were served on him on the 
10th of November. Since that time he had 
at no time violated that injunction, either 
directly or indirectly. 
Cross-examined, Mr. Cuthbert stated that 
to the best of his knowledge the Typo­ 
graphical Union, of which witness is Pres­ 
ident, had nothing to do with the publica­ 
tion of the Trades Union. He did not 
ksoyy Qf gny resolution haying been passed 
;

authorizing me pu„..oauon oi that paper. 
Witness knew of a bill of $150 being al­ 
lowed by the Union in favor of S. E. Car­ 
rington," but he did not understand that it 
was for printing the Trades Union. W it­ 
ness did not know of any persons receivin™ 
money from the Typographical VmoTi for 
work done on the Trade j Unicm, or in any 
connection with the boycott on the Bee. 
Persons had received money but witness 
could not say that it was to assist in boy­ 
cotting the Bee. H e had been under the 
impression that the money was to assist 
persons rendered destitute through the 
lock-out, 
S. E. CfjriDgton was the next witness 
called. He testified that he was in the 
printing business. He said, in answer to a 
question by Mr. Johnson, that he had 
known V. S. and C. K. MeClatchy a great 
many years, and bBd no idea why he had 
been made a defendant in the present con­ 
tempt proceedings, and had his 
name 
dragged before the public. 
On Mr. H inkson's motion Mr. Carring­ 
ton's answer was stricken out. 
‘ (Witness said he had never been a mem­ 
ber of the Typographical Union or Feder­ 
ated Trades, and had never done anything 
to injure the Bee, and had bad nothing to 
do with the boycott. He was greatly sur­ 
prised to learn that he was made a defend­ 
ant in the injunction suit. The only way 
he could account tor it was that he had 
done the presswork on the Trades Union. 
He had consulted several prominent attor­ 
neys, and they had told him that he was 
not violating the injunction. 
He also 
spoke to Judge Denson, the leading counsel 
for the Bee, and he, too, had told him that 
there was no violation in his acts. Judge 
Denson suggested to him at that time that 
the probable reason of putting his name 
among the defendants, was in anticipation 
of a damage suit at some future date. W it­ 
ness complained of the treatment he had 
received at the hands of the Bee,'and said 
hs couid discern no cause for it. Witness 
did not write any of the matter published 
in the Trades Onion, nor had any of his 
employes set any of the type. 
On cross-exam ination'"Mr. Carrington 
said he rented out his type for use on the 
Trades Union. The person with whom he 
had made his arrangements for publishing 
the paper was J. D. Laing. Upon being 
served with the injunction witness imme­ 


diately ceased to publish the paper. He 
did not recollect having seen the advertise» 
ment in the Trades Union calling upon 
laboring people and their friends to boycott 
the Bee. 
' 
Upon the conclusion of Mr. Carrington’s 
testimony Judge Buckles announced that 
in the opinion of the Court the witness had 
sufficiently exonerated himself. 
Judge Armstrong added that the pub­ 
lishing of the paper itself was not objec­ 
tionable, but it was the appeal contained 
therein to boycott the Bee that exception 
was taken to. All the employes who set 
up and print a paper containing such m at­ 
ter were guilty of a violation of the injunc­ 
tion. 
In conclusion the Court stated that unless 
something developed in the argum ent that 
had been overlooked by the Conrt, the de­ 
fendants Cuthbert, Cody and McKay would 
also be found not guilty of contempt. The 
only defendants that there was any ques­ 
tion about were McMillin and Laing. 
George W. McMillin was then called to 
the witness stand. He remembered that 
on the 12th day of November he had been 
served with an injunction, and since then 
he had never done anything in violation of 
the Court’s order. 
Regarding the conver­ 
sation with Mr. Thieben, the crockery roer- 
ehan, Mr. McMillin said he told Mr. Thie­ 
ben that he was surprised to see him ar­ 
rayed against the trades union people, and 
asked him if he was not going to “stand 
in” with the printers. Mr. Thieben he 
said, replied that the Bee people had done 
right by him, in the m atter of the affi­ 
davits, and he wanted his name put among 
the friends of the printers. 
On cross-examination 
Mr. 
McMillin 
stated that he went around with a commit­ 
tee informing merchants that another com­ 
mittee would be around shortly, to request 
them to withdraw their patronage from the 
Bee. Witness denied that he had asked Mr. 
Thieben to take his advertisement out of that 
paper. H e only talked to him as a friend 
and said he was sorry to see him arrayed 
against the Union. 
Mr. McMillin said he 
had not been appointed by the Typograph­ 
ical Union nor the Federated Trades to 
visit the merchants, but had “appointed 
him self’ to assist the committee that was 
gcing around. 
MV. Johnson here announced that there 
was no more testimony to be offered for the 
defense. 
Judge Denson then took the witness- 
stand, and made a statement with reference 
to the conversation he had with Mr. Car­ 
rington, referred to by the latter in his testi­ 
mony. The Judge said that his recollection 
of that conversation was that he met Mr. 
Carrington, and the latter complained of 
being made a defendant in the suit. 
He 
said that he was only doing the press work 
on the Trades Union, and was not disobey­ 
ing the injunction. Mr. Denson said he 
explained to Mr. Carrington that the mere 
printing of the paper was not objectiona­ 
ble, but if that paper contained objectiona­ 
ble matter, he would be violating the in­ 
junction by printing it. 
Both sides now announced that they were 
finished with their evidence, and were 
ready to make their arguments. 
Judge Denson, before making his open­ 
ing, asked the Court if it could be intimated 
what points the Court was in doubt upon, 
so that be might confine himself to those 
points and save time. 
Mr. Johnson spoke up and said that the 
Court had already giveu its opinion, and 
had discharged Messrs. Carrington, Codv. 
Cuthbert and McKay. 
Judge Armstrong disputed this. H e said 
he believed Cody and Carrington should be 
discharged, and probablv would be, but 
as to McKay and Cuthbert, the order 
had not been absolute, and might 
be 
changed by the argument, 
„ Judge Buckles added that there was no 
apuoi ,u ,he 9eurt a miBd a? Í9 tae a m '/ of 
‘.h i defendant Laing. 
Attorney Johnson took exception to this 
lf.tter statement, rem arking that the Court 
should not give its decision before the ar­ 
gument was heard. 
Judge Bupkles replied raiher sharply 
that Mr. Johnson could have the benefit of 
the exception. 
Judge Armstrong said the same excep­ 
tion might be taken to the discharge of the 
other defendants, but Mr. Johnson replied 
that he was only looking out for his own 
side of the case. 
After this little tilt the arguments were 
commenced. 
The Court announced that 
both sides would be limited to one hour. 
Mr. Johnson objected again, saying that 
the case was one of the most im portant 
that he was ever engaged in, and he wanted 
it put on record that the Court had denied 
him a full argument. 
Judge Denson then made the opening 
for the plaintiffs, and was followed by Mr. 
Johnson for the defense. Mr. Hiiikson 
closed for the plaintiffs. 


THE DECISION. 
Upon the conclusion of the arguments 
the Judges held a brief consultation. Then 
J udge Armstrong announced that the Conrt 
was of the opinion that Laing, Cuthbert 
and McMillin were guilty of contempt of 
Court, while McKay and the others were 
not gnilty. 
’ 
In its previous opinion the Court had 
stated that Cuthbert would in all probabil­ 
ity be discharged. 
Judge Denson asked permission to say a 
few words, fie said the plaintiffs had not 
prosecuted this particular case with any 
feeling of revenge or antipathy, but had 
only prosecuted it because they believed 
they were right. In conclusion Mr. Denson 
pskpd, on behalf of the plaintiffs, that a 
nominal fine d£ imposed, and thpt they not 
be imprisoned. 
>
